SECOND MEETING OF THE 


NEW BOARD. 


i 


Election of Officers, &0. 


At 5} o’clock yesterday morning 
the newly elected Board of Alder- 


men for the city of Ralefgh met ‘at 


the Court House for organizaton. 
Present, Aldermen R. H. Jones, 
Fleming, Williams, J. H. Jones, 
Henry Jones, Harris, Martin, Ellison, 
McKee, Armstrong, Hamill, Pes- 
cud, Blake and Bradley. The first 
business in order was the election of 
Mayor, and Mr. J. H. Separk of the 
Sth ward was elected to that position. 

Mr. Chas. Lumsden was then ap- 
pointed Chief of Police temporarily. 

Mr. Blake was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to wait on the old 
Board and demand the right of pos- 
session to the City Hall, whereupon 
the Board adjourned to meet at the 
City Hall at 12 o’clock. 

MEETING OF THE OLD BOARD. 

At 10 o’cloek the old Board met at 
the Mayor’s office, City Hall, and 
was called to order by his Honor 
Mayor Gorman. The _ unfinished 


| business of the preceding meeting 


having been transacted, Mayor Gor- 
man proceeded to read the order of 
the Sheriff, with accompanying re- 
port of the vote of the several wards 
for Aldermen for the ensuing term. 
After reading the returns of the 5th 
Ward, stated that he was authorized 
to say that the Republican candidates 


yu tbis Ward had entered their pro° 


test against the election, and he 
would proclaim it there that the elec- 
tion would be contested, &c. 


Before declaring the vote upon the 
adjournment of the Board of com- 
missioners sine die, Mayor Gorman 
rose and thanked the Board for the 
kindness and consideration it had 
ever extended him while acting as 
Mayor and presiding officer of the 
body. They had in their retirement 
his heartfelt wisk for their success 
and prosperity in their several avo- 
cations; and he felt assured that 
their course as public servants of 
the city for the term then about to 
expire, merited, and would receive 
the approbation ard commendation 
of every citizen, regardless of party. 
He feit sure that they had al- 
ways striyen and the records would 
prove, that they had industriously 
labored for the good of the public, and 
for the best interests of the commu - 
nity. 

He then declared the Board of 
Commissioners of the city of Raleigh 


adjourned sine die. 


YHE NEW BOARD COMES IN. 

A few minutes before the hour of 
12 the new board of Aldermen 
marched slowly in the hall, and 
entering the vestibule took seats to 
the right and left ofthe Mayors ros- 
trum, Mayor Gorman sat in his 
chair watching the movement with 
thatcool, calm and indifferent air 
peculiar to the man. He did not 
seem to notice therush that was be- 
ing made by an eager audience in 
the room, andthe unusually large 
number of reporters that were seek- 
ing positions at the reporter’s desks 
on his right and left, but as few of 
the Aldermen were able to obtain 
seats, he very placidly called to the 


janitor and said ‘‘according to the 


new order of things it is neccessary 
to have seventeen scats, Mr. Jani- 
tor.”’ 

All being seated, Mayor Gorman 
called the board to order and ordered 
the clerk to call the rolJ. The fol- 
lowing Aldermen responded to their 
names : 

P. C. Fleming, R. H. Jones, J. R° 
Williams, Henry Joes, Jas. H. 
Jones, Jas. H. Harriss, P. F. Pescud 
Jr, Jno. C. Blake, W. C. Stronach, 
R. H. Bradly, J.C. R. Little, John 
Armstrong, H. J. Hamill, J. J. 
Nowell, W. H. Martin, Stewart El-— 
lison. | 

‘Mayor Gorman arose /and ‘said : 
Gentlemen of the Board of Alder- 
men: I am authorized by the major- 
ity of the retiring Board of Com mis- 
sioners of the city of Raleigh to trans- 
fer the city government Into your 
careand keeping. In doing so, I 
desire to express my congratulation 
that this resulg Bas been accomplish- 
ed withou t strife, and is tendered 
without ill-feeling. We have just 
passed through a day of no little po- 


_ litical excitement—an election day 


that has been spiritedly contested— 
and J am proud to assert that, not- 
withstanding tife fears of many, it 
has passed, without a single collis- 
sion, a single difficulty, or a single 
infraction of the ordinances of the 
city. This is greatly due to the fact 
that our people are uniformly a 
peacable one, and are lovers of law 
With its ten thousand 


population, its police reports will 


show as few violations of law as any 
‘other city of like number in opr 


whole country, I hope, under your 
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charge, andthe government of your 


Lame in this regard. With an earn- 
esthope that your administration 


| will redound to the success and pros- 


perity ofour people, and to the pro- 
motion of every virtue, I now sur- 


| render its destinies into your cbarge. 


Mr. Separk, taking the 
chair vacated by Gen. Gorman, ina 
neat and off-hand speech, thanked 
the Board for the honor conferred 
upon him in electing him Mayor of 
the city. 
to fill the position in such a manner 
as would reflect credit upon himself 
and honor upon the Board and citi- 
zens. He declared his purpose to 
kuow, in his capacity as Mayor, 
neither parties nor prejudices, and 
would endeavor, as a judicial officer, 
to always temper justice with mercy. 


‘He endorsed the assertions of the re- 


tiring Mayor, in regard to the char- 
acter of the people of Raleigh, and 
felt that their future would be like 
their past. 

Mayor Separk then declared that 
the Board was regularly organized 
for business. 

Messrs. Stronach, Little and Now- 
ell. who were absent at the morning 
session, appeared and were duly 
qualiried. 

On metion of Alderman R. H. 
Jones, the temporary Chief of Police, 
Capt. Lumsden, was continued in 
office until his successor was elected. 

On motion the meeting then ad- 
journed till 8 o’clock P. M 

NIGHT SESSION. 

The Board met promptly at8 
o’clock, his Honor Mayor Separk in 
the chair. 

All the Aldermen present. The 
first business in order was the elec- 
tion of Clerk and Tax Collector. 

Alderman Armstrong placed in 
nomination Mr. Geo. H. Williams. 

Alderman Nowell nominated 
F. M. Sorrell. 

Mr. Wi'liams receiving the largest 
number of votes, was declared elec- 
ted. 

The election for Chief of Police 
was next gone into and resulted as 
follows : Maj. LB. S. Manly 12, S. A. 
Parham. 5. 

Leo. D. Heartt Jr., wis next elect- 
ed Treasurer bya handsome majority 

On motion the bond of the Clerk 
and tax collector was fixed at $25,- 
500, the Chief of Pc lice $5000,and the 
Treasucei $50,000. 

On motion of Alderman Bradley 
permission was granted the officers 
elect to come forward and give 
their bonds. 

Alderman Blake offered resolu- 
tion which was unanimously adopt- 
ed, to the effect that no member of 
the board should goon the bond of a 
city officer. 

The former clerk F. M. Sorrel ask- 
ed permission of the Board for 20 
days time to settle up his business— 
granted. 

On motion of Alderman Little, the 
new Chief of Police was directed to 
take charge of all the stock, horses, 
mules, carts and other property in 
keeping of the street commissioners, 
take an inventory of the same and 
report atthe next meeting of the 
Board the amount of stock on hand, 
&C. 
After unimportant business, the 
Board adjourned to meet at 9 o'clock 
this morning. 


LARGE TURNOUT OF COTTON.—Mr. 
R. G. Moore, of Ridgeway, N. C., 
(who has run a 60-cirecle needle gin 
for two seasous for Dr. W.J. Haw- 
kins,) informs B. H. True, the gen- 
eral traveling agent for said gin, that 
during the past season he (Mr. 
Moore) frequently made _ turnouts 
from this gin as follows, viz: Taking 
1500 ibs seed cotton as the standard 
amount for each bale it was his cus- 
tom to take Sout 1 15 toll, which left 
1400 ibs seed cotton, and took out 
65 lbs seed cotton to pay for bagging 
and ties, which left 1835 Ibs seed 
cotton, the customer received a 500 


lb bale of lint: which made theturn- 
out 37-15 lbs lint toevery 100 lbs seed 
cotton.
